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World-Wide Woods are Their Hobby 

“So many people,” says Don Nisbet of 
Eaton’s Supply Room, “think that there are 
only a few nice hardwoods—walnut, mahog¬ 
any and oak—and perhaps the lovely Cana¬ 
dian maple which they see in pegged furni¬ 
ture.” That was why the exhibition of woods 
shown in our windows some time ago caught 
Contacts’ eye, and we have finally summed up 
the story behind it. 

Don and Alex Sharhan of the Radio and 
Record Player Service, are members of the 


International Wood Collectors’ 

Society. Don, in fact, is the mem¬ 
bership chairman of the society, 
which this year observed its 
Tenth Anniversary. Alex is a 
more recent member, and they 
have now added a new colleague 
in Dave Eaton, son of Mr. Robert 
Eaton, department manager of 
M.O. Children’s Wear. 

In the showing here were 637 
samples from 500 types of trees 
growing in 30 countries (just the 
middle window panel is shown); 
with these were shown photos 
of trees in their natural forest 
surroundings. The size of the 
blocks is a standard 3x6% inches. 

They are finished in natural tone 
woods to show the texture and grain and 
some of the veneer woods are polished to 
show their beauty, but not coloured 

This is an interesting hobby, say our 
Eatonian collectors, for by purchase and 
trade and Society news, they are in touch 
with many wood hobbyists and for¬ 
estry experts over the world. Don’s com¬ 
mittee, for instance, includes members in 
Germany, Australia, New Zealand, Eng¬ 
land and the States. 

Practical use of the knowledge gained 
about the woods and their qualities is made 
when people ask these collectors if and 
where they can get certain woods of this 
hardness or that close grain and of extra 
resistance to weather or pests, etc.—then 
the collectors can often help them. But 
nevertheless, like many hobbies, Don and 
Alex and Dave pursue their hobby for the 
pleasure it gives them and the knowledge 
they derive for its own sake.

MONTREAL STORE BEGINS EXPANSION 


Excavation is in progress and we look for¬ 
ward to the structure rising rapidly towards 
the final vision portrayed in our architect’s 
drawing on this page ... an entire city block 
nine stories high, plus Basement Store and 
underground receiving and shipping facilities 
. . . over a million square feet of floor space 
in all! 

The expansion is not a simple matter of 
building nine floors on an open space at the 
back of the Store. It entails pulling down ex¬ 
isting buildings and rehousing their depart¬ 
ments in an already crowded building. A tem¬ 
porary mezzanine floor had to be built between 
the main and second floors at the back of the 
Store. 

The new extension will have to be built 
in phases, so that one section can house dis¬ 
possessed departments while the next is being 
built. When the structure is completed, new 
freight elevators on the N.W. wall will re¬ 
place the present ones, which will eventually 
be demolished. It is easy to see that the build¬ 
ing will not go up overnight, or in the course 
of weeks. The months will stretch out into a 
year or two before we can turn on the lights 
and air-conditioning for the first time. 


We must therefore be prepared for quite 
some time of a measure of some inconveni¬ 
ence before we can enjoy the advantages of the 
new building. When one bears in mind the 
vast improvement which the expansion pro¬ 
gram will bring to employees and customers 
alike, this is a small price to pay. 

Air conditioning will be installed, not only 
in the new extension, but also throughout the 
existing main and third floors of the Store. 
An entirely new underground off-street re¬ 
ceiving and shipping depot will improve traffic 
and speed delivery. New freight elevators will 
hasten transportation between floors and the 
removal of many offices and stockrooms to the 
upper floors will leave extra space on the sell¬ 
ing floors. Large modern windows give pedes¬ 
trians a complete view of the Main Floor. 
Modern lighting decor and fixtures will provide 
for more extensive displays. 

Meanwhile we must endure the growing 
pains and the occasional reorganization which 
will come our way. Our sympathetic accept¬ 
ance of these will help the management and 
ourselves—and our graceful explanations to 
customers can help them, too, to look forward 
to the brand new face and figure that will be 
Eaton’s of Canada in Montreal.
